Commissioners’ Report 


Exeter, New Hampshire, February 1, 1944 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County herewith present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of 
County Farm and Mitchell Memorial Hospital, Clerks 
of the Superior Court, County Solicitor, Sheriff, Farm 
Chaplain, Farm Physician and Auditors for the year 
ending December 31st, 1943. 

Our County Farm has had a very prosperous year 
under the same efficient management as last year. We 
have been confronted with a serious labor shortage as 
nearly all the young single men are in the Service. 
This has obliged us to employ married men and this 
has brought up the question of rents as all the housing 
facilities available at the Farm were in use. In order 
to overcome these conditions we purchased the 
Sanborn Farm of three hundred and twenty-five acres, 
remodeled the house for two families, and. thereby 
making a great asset to our County Farm. Also this 
farm has a large pasture which was very much needed 
for our young stock, as it is located near our main 
farm. Our crop production was above the average 
and will care for our needs of the coming year. A 
freezing locker room has been installed in the base- 
ment of the new Cook House, which will enable us to 
care for all surplus production in the future. The 
New Cook House has proved to be an excellent addition 
to our Institution. The Mitchell Memorial Hospital 
has been very much handicapped throughout the past 
year by the shortage of Nurses. The upper floor of 
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the Hospital has been closed for several months for 
this reason. It looks to us that the Nursing Staff of 
the Infirmary and Hospital will have to be combined 
in order to meet this situation. Much to our regret 
Dr. John W. Blaisdell has resigned as Medical Director 
on account of the great increase in his personal 
practice. We deeply appreciate his fine cooperation 
at all times. Dr. Blaisdell’s assistant, Dr. Edwin F. 
Decatur, has been appointed to the vacancy and is 
carrying on in a very able manner. 

The new X-Ray machine is still lacking parts on 
account of War conditions, but they are expected soon. 

The needs of Direct Relief have been greatly reduced 
by war conditions, but we still have a large number 
of Chronic cases and a constant increase in Boarded 
Children. Mr. Donald Sweeney, the Probation Officer, 
has been of great assistance to us in the enforcement 
of Court Orders on Boarded Children. 

The Financial standing of Rockingham County has 
greatly improved since last year. 

To-all those in the employ of the County, officials of 
the towns, the City of Portsmouth, to all the physicians 
and surgeons who have so generously contributed 
their services at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital, to 
clubs and organizations and all who have aided in the 
administration of County affairs and have kindly 
contributed to the welfare and happiness of the 
inmates of the institution, we are sincerely grateful.

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Sheriff’s Report 


To the Commissioners for Rockingham County: 

Gentlemen: I hereby submit my report as Sheriff 
of Rockingham County for the year ending December 
31,° 19438. 


For two reasons we have been able to keep well 
within our appropriations in the two departments that 
I have had anything to do with; namely the Superior 
Court and Rockingham County Jail at Portsmouth. 
Although our sessions of Superior Court lasted the 
usual length of time we only tried about one-half of 
the usual number of jury cases, thus cutting down on 
the expense of jurymen’s pay and expenses. Many 
more cases were disposed of by our Superior Court 
judges because of the fact that it did not take so 
much time as for jury trials; therefore our Superior 
Court docket is nearer cleaned up than it has been for 
years. 

The Jail expense was well within our appropriation 
because we did not have as many prisoners as usual 
due to the war. Eighty-five percent of crime in nor- 
mal times is committed by people under thirty- five 
years of age and a large portion of our young men are 
in the service or are receiving good pay in defense 
work with the result that of course we have had less 
men in Jail. 

There has been a great change in our criminal work. 
Our juvenile delinquency in this county has about kept 
pace with the rest of the country as a whole by in- 
creasing about ninety percent over the year of 1940. 
I am pleased to state that not only our juvenile but 
also our adult crime is well cleaned up in this county. 
We have just been able to clean up our first organized 
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group of crime -from outside of the State that has 
operated in our county since my first year in Office, 
when we convicted seventeen young men from Massa- 
chusetts. We have three Haverhill, Mass. men in jail 
waiting trial in April for six breaks in Atkinson, 
Hampstead and Sandown over a period of the past 
three months involving the loss of over fifteen hundred 
dollars worth of property. 

As in the year of 1942 I have cooperated with the 
war effort by supervision of the guarding of the New 
Castle and the Memorial Bridges twenty-four hours 
' per day. This supervision did not cost the State or 
county a cent but the guards who were under my 
supervision were made Special Deputy Sheriffs and 
received their pay and the cost of their bonds from the 
State Highway Department. 

I also have four Special Deputies that look out for 
police work at the Wentworth Acres; the eight hun- 
dred tenement project at Portsmouth. I am very 
grateful to these Special Deputies at Wentworth Acres 
and on the two bridges for the very efficient and cour- 
teous manner in which they have performed their 
duties. . 

The Jajl at Portsmouth is in good shape and repair 
but I would like to have a toilet and wash bowl in each 
cell, if I have as large an unexpended balance in 1944 
as I had this past year. This would give us as good a 
Jail as there is in the State and would make us well 
prepared to handle the increased crime that always 
follows a war. 

There has been a much better cooperation between 
local police departments, the State Police under 
Colonel Caswell, and the Sheriff Department than 
ever before and I want’to thank everyone that helped 
to bring this about. 

I want to thank all our County Officers for their help 
and cooperation during the past year. Our Solicitor,

Report of Rockingham County Co-Operative Extension 
Service 1943 


Work made possible through the co-operation of the 
United States Department of Agriculture, University 
of New Hampshire and Rockingham County. The 
Rockingham County Farm Bureau (through its Ex- 
ecutive Board) is the recognized local official organiza- 
tion co-operating in a supervisory capacity. The 
following gives a brief report of the three regular lines 
of work i. e. County Agricultural, Home Demonstra- 
tion and 4-H, Club Work. 

Because of the ‘many, demands on the Extension 
Service, Farm Bureau, County U. 8S. D. A. War Board 
and Agricultural Conservation Association it became 
necessary to secure new office space. In August we 
moved to new quarters in the Masonic Block, 61 
Water Street, Exeter. Our new quarters give'us a 
much larger place to serve our farm, rural or urban 
people. .

Home Demonstration Work 


By RUTH G. STIMSON, Home Demonstration Agent 


In 1948-the County Home Demonstration Agent, 
Ruth G. Stimson, has worked in 35 of the 37 com- 
munities in Rockingham County. When the Secretary 
of Agriculture, Claude Wickard said, “Food will win 
this war and write the peace,” he clearly expressed a 
war need, and indicated the course to be followed in 
tood production and conservation. 


1. HOME Foop PRODUCTION 


The Extension Service co-operated with the Civil- 
* lan Defense in this project. 

Thirty communities had conference with 310 in ~ 
attendance to arouse interest in the campaign and — 
to make known the information available from the 
Extension Service for beginning gardeners. . 
production were assembled and sent upon request 

Fifty-two collections of bulletins on home food 

production were assembled and sent upon request — 
to teachers, grange lecturers, and libraries in the - 
county. No item on home food production was — 
insignificant or it escaped attention in the office, 
telephone calls, and correspondence. A conser 
tive estimate would indicate that Rockingham 
County contributed at least 12,375 home gardens | 
in the campaign. Portsmouth and Exeter had 
community gardens. The agent helped with this 
organization. | 


2. Foop CONSERVATION 


After the food was produced conservation work 
started. 
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Nineteen summer and winter canning meetings 
with 288 present were held to discuss the latest 
methods of canning, drying and brining. ‘The 
meetings were oi the discussion type largely to 
permit an exchange of ideas and experiences. 
The County Nutrition Chairman appointed 126 
canning leaders to assist the agent in distributing 
food preservation and storage information. These 
women rented valuable service to their neighbors 
during the canning season by reaching 2,057 
people. 

The county canning questionnaire survey revealed 
that 604 conserved 110,721 quarts of fruits and 
vegetables at home. These figures are indication 
of the effort people made to conserve food. Some 
276 people canned by a budget to meet their needs. 
The agent assisted 350 families with food preser- 
vation information, 

About 200 families were assisted in securing 
pressure cookers and canning equipment. Fifty 
people were assisted in having their gauges and 
valves tested. 

A county survey was made of the conservation 
equipment needs for 1944. 


. O. 8S. Y. A. CANNING COURSES 


The agent co-operated: with the state board of 
education organizing canning courses in Exeter, 
Portsmouth, Seabrook and East Kingston. Ray- 
mond, Derry and Northwood also had _ such 
courses. Visits were made to all of the 7 centers 
during their period of operation. Information and 
bulletins were supplied for the courses. 

The enrollees canned 11,600 quarts, of food for 
their families, schools and hospitals. In many 
cases these courses made it possible for a home- 
maker to can who had no equipment or lacked 
knowledge of the proper methods. ' 


a5 Sees Peal 
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4, FooD PRESERVATION 


A meat extender and replacer project was spon- 
sored at the beginning of rationing to assist home- 
makers with this problem. 

Fourteen meetings were held with 304 in attend- 
ance. 


5. CLOTHING 
A. Conservation: Spruce Up Your Wardrobe. 


Clothing activities were keyed to conservation, 
consumer education and construction. 

Eleven remodelling meetings were held with 92 
in attendance. The women brought in their 
garments to be remodelled, and the agent 
helped with remodelling ideas, fitting, and by 
providing fashion books, patterns, a kit of 
sample mends, pressing equipment, and bul- 
letins. 


B. Consumer Education: Good Buying Practices 
for 1943 


This topic was received with great enthusiasm 
in view of the war and the necessity of using 
more care in buying. 

Five meetings were held with 122 in attendance. 
The subject matter consisted of a discussion of 
government regulations pertaining to clothing, 
new fibers, their use and care, labeling, and 
clothing expenditures in relation to the total 
budget. 


C. Construction: Work Clothes for Women 


The agent instructed 30 women at five meetings 
on how to construct the work clothes for 
women. These included a cover-all apron, field 
slack suit, and a coverette, suited for work on 
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the farm or in the home or factory. 
Ninety-two women borrowed patterns by mail 
and 136 patterns were cut out at meetings and 
at home. 


D. Dress Forms 


This project was continued again since many 
wanted a dress form as an aid in home sewing. 
Five meetings were held and 18 dress forms 
made. Thé women remodelled or made 46 gar- 
“ments on these forms. More folks wanted 
these forms, but supplies were not available. 


E. Sewing Machine Clinic 


One meeting was held and five machines ad- 
justed. Transportation made it difficult to hold 
such machine clinics, but the agent made home 
visits to teach women how to clean, oil, and ad- 
just their machines in order to keep them in 
running order. 


F. Children’s Clothing Kit 


This kit contains garments for children, pat- 
terns, and fashion books. 

Forty-two women used the kit and cut off 84 
patterns. Such a travelling kit is very welcome 
to women in isolated areas. 


G. Apron Kit 


This kit has 15 different aprons and patterns. 
It has circulated widely among 80 women who 
cut off 136 patterns and made them. 


i. Grain Bag Kit 


This kit was secured from the State Office for - 
use in 1944. It will be mailed out upon request. 
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I. Pattern Library 


The pattern library was indexed and increased. 
It served 92 women who borrowed 116 patterns. 
These were sent to them by mail. . 


. Pressing Equipment 


The agent.assisted 12 women in securing press- 
ing equipment suggested at remodelling meet- 
ings. 


. You’re As Good as Your Feet 


This project was conducted by mail. It con- 
sisted of a bulletin containing suggestions on 
care of the feet, exercises, and selection of shoes 
and hosiery. One hundred forty copies of the 
bulletin were distributed upon request. 


6. HOME MANAGEMENT 


. Care of the Family in Wartime 


This year the Extension Service tried an experi- 
ment in the project, Care of the Family in War- 
time, by using victrola records as a method of 
presenting information prepared by competent 
specialists in their fields. 

Three meeting’ were held with 41 people pres- 
ent. The agent held a discussion following the 
playing of each record. The audience made 
some fine comments in regard to the records. 


B. Conservation of Equipment 
The Agricultural Engineer conducted a meeting - 


on the conservation of equipment. He dis- 
cussed and demonstrated how to fix both elec- 


trical and non-electrical equipment. The agent: 


distributed to 160 women a series of bulletins 
on how to make various types of equipment last 
longer. In 1944 a training school will be held 
on this topic. 
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C. Money Management 
Two meetings with 14 present were held on this 
topic. While attendance was small, interest 
was keen. By mail the agent sent out 150 
copies of a bulletin, “Spending and Saving in 
Wartime,” which women felt that they had in- 
terest and time to read within their own homes. 


D. War Bond Drive 


The agent co-operated with the Rockingham 
County Farm Committee on war savings in an 
advisory capacity for the Farm Savings Cam- 
paign. 


EK. Upkeep of the House © 


This project was divided into slip-covers and 
reseating with cane, rush, split and wide binder. 
Nothing was done on refinishing. 

Nine meetings were held with 111 present. 
Eighty-three chairs were reseated and 15 slip- 
covers made. 

Interest was very keen in this furniture project 
since new furniture is difficult to secure. Local 
leaders were very helpful in carrying on meet- 
ings after the agent’s visit. 


F. Miscellaneous Home Management Activities 


The agent made home visits and had correspon- 
dence in regard to kitchen planning, care of 
floors, repair of lamp shades, curtains, soap 
making, Christmas gifts and decorations, rugs, 
sewing equipment, home recreation, games, 
accident prevention, closets, stain removal, and 
kitchen arrangement. 
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7. OTHER ACTIVITIES 


A. 


Lending Library 

The Extension Service co-operated with the 
New Hampshire State Library to sponsor a 
lending library. This service was used by 120 
readers who circulated 628 books. A time loan 
basis was established, which increased with the 
circulation seven-fold over the previous year. — 


. Radio ; 


Fourteen talks were given over stations, WFEA 
and WHEB. Food, clothing, and home manage- 
ment problems were discussed and made as 
timely as possible. Requests for bulletins were 
received from the radio audience. 


. News 


The agent tried to make wide use of the county 
papers, and they were very co-operative in - 
printing Home Demonstration News. Each 
month a contribution was sent to the Farm 
Bureau News. 


. Fairs 


Judging was done at two granges. 


. Posters 


Use has been made of posters at many home 
demonstration meetings during the year. The 
office window made it possible to have an apple 
exhibit, bulletin exhibit, jar exchange, and 
handicraft gift exhibit. | 


. Home Visits 


Two hundred thirty-three home visits were 
made while the agent was in communities for 
meetings. Pressure cooker operation was the 
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chief topic of visits during the summer. Owners 
of new cookers wanted help in learning how to 
operate the piece of equipment. 


 G. Talks 


The agent gave eight talks before clubs as 
Lions, Parent-Teacher Associations, Women’s 
Clubs, and Red Cross Home Nursing Classes. 


H. Farm Labor 


The Home Demonstration Agent made periodic 
home visits to call upon the young women > 
workers within the county during the summer. 


I. Program Planning 


Four county program planning sessions were 
held in Exeter, Derry, Candia and Northwood. 
The 85 delegates from 23 towns in the county 
- gave Extension Services many good suggestions 
for the 1944 home demonstration program. 
These ideas were .organized, mimeographed, 
and sent to the women on the county mailing 
list. From the returns the community pro- 
grams were formulated. 
The rural and city programs including Ports- 
mouth were all sponsored together. Mrs. Alice 
- King, Home Demonstration Agent at Large 
from the University of New Hampshire is di- 
rectly in charge of Portsmouth’s activities. The 
Agent has worked closely in co-operation with 
Mrs. King. The problems of Rockingham 
County’s homemakers do not stop with the 
towns’ boundaries, and interest in home demon- 
stration meetings in Portsmouth is sufficient to . 
warrant having an assistant agent in city work. 
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During 1943 the Home Demonstration Agent in Rock- 
ingham County: 

Held meetings in 35 of the 37 communities. 
Held 276 meetings with an attendance of 4,719. 
Made 233 farm or home visits and visited 180 differ- 
ent farm or homes. 
Conferred with 481 office visitors. 
Made and answered 1,312 telephone calls. 
Prepared 112 news articles and stories for the press. 
Distributed 13,080 bulletins. 
Travelled 6,351 miles. 
Wrote 1,235 individual letters. 
Wrote 57 circular letters with a circulation of 14,866. 
Wrote and gave 14 radio broadcasts. 
Was assisted 180 days by local leaders. 
Have local leaders who held 12 meetings with 103 
present. 
Added 385 women to home demonsteaean groups. 
Worked with 1,150 different women during the year.

To comply with the Public Statutes of New Hamp- 
shire we herewith submit our annual report for the 
fiscal year ending December 31, 1943. 

Regardless of current conditions effecting a shortage 
of inmate and hired help we are fortunate in that the 
standards of the institution have not been lowered. 
This can be attributed to the unrelenting effort of 
those in our employ. 

Realizing that a combination freezing and holding 
unit would contribute toward our being more self- 
sustaining, we are particularly fortunate in having ob- 
tained the same which is being installed in the base- 
ment of the kitchen. The facilities of this unit will 
provide us with a more efficient method of processing 
our farm produce, especially meats. 

Owing to the fact-that it is practically impossible to 
obtain professional and domestic help, it became neces- 
sary to close the second floor of the Mitchell Memorial 
Hospital. 

We feel that mention should be made of a very 
significant change in the type of inmate being ad- 
mitted to the institution in the last year or so. For 
the most part they are the older, chronic, invalid type 
requiring more care and medical attention. Previous- 
ly, many of the inmates were physically able to work, 
thereby eliminating the necessity of as much hired 
help as is now required. :

Chaplain’s Report 


Since reporting on the activities of the Chaplain last 
year, announcing the change in the pastoral program 
from preaching services to a personal visitation pro- 
gram, the Chaplain has developed a program where 
both types of service are employed on an average of 
two days each week throughout the year. 

During the year, with the visitation program, the 
Chaplain ministered to every need of the guests of the 
Home, Farm, Infirmary and Hospital, insofar as was 
possible and feasible. The only complaints regarding 
the service came from without the institution, and 
these were limited to the fact that this was perhaps 
the only Institution in the State not holding religious 
services. This has resulted in the Chaplain’s continu- 
ing his program of individual visitation, plus giving his 
time on Sunday afternoons to services of worship 
which have been revived. 

The Chaplain has secured speakers from churches 
about the county. ‘These were accompanied by solo- 
ists and choirs. These persons have supplied a varied 
program of worship which has been greatly appreciat- 
ed. Following these services of worship, the Chaplain 
has encouraged tours of inspection about the institu- 
tion. 

In addition to these services, the Chaplain has coun- 
selled with prisoners and guests of the Farm, as well 
as ministered to the sick of all faiths at the Mitchell 
Memorial Hospital. 

The Chaplain is grateful for the wholehearted co- 
operation of the Nursing Staff, the Doctors, the Super- 
intendent of the Institution and the County Commis- 
sioners.

GENTLEMEN: 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 82, 
Section 27, of the Revised Laws, an audit of the 
accounts of Rockingham County has been made by 
the Division of Municipal Accounting of the State Tax 
Commission. The period covered included the fiscal 
year ended December 31, 1942, and the current year 
from January 1st to April 19, 1943. Submitted here- 
with is the report of this audit, including Schedules 
and Exhibits as hereafter listed. 


SCOPE OF AUDIT 
Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records of the County Commissioners, 
County Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and 
Superintendent of the County Farm and Hospital. 


FINANCES 
In order to present a comprehensive picture of the 
financial condition of the County during the last ten 
years and the changes which have occurred in this 
period, certain statements have been prepared and 
will be referred to in the comments which follow. 
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Comparative Balance Sheets—1933 to 1942, inclusive: 
(Exhibit 1) 


It will be noted that the County started this period 
(19388) with a Surplus of $16,250.33. In 1938 the 
Surplus had disappeared and a Net Debt incurred of 
$102,916.79. Since then the Net Debt has been 
materially reduced each year and in 1942 it was 
entirely liquidated. A Surplus of $27,576.66, as well, 
was accumulated in the same year, indicating an im- 
provement in the financial condition of the County 
during 1942 of $70,915.22. 


ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 
(Schedules C, D and D-1) 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk 
of the Superior Court during the fiscal year ended 
December 31, 1942, and the period from January 1, 
1943 to April 19, 1943, were examined and compared 
with corresponding entries in the Treasurer’s records. 
The classification of expenditures was noted. 

Totals of receipts and expenditures, as indicated by 
the Treasurer’s records, were verified. The Treas- 
urer’s balance as of April 19, 1943, was in agreement 
with the total funds on deposit in the several deposi- 
tory banks as indicated by the reconciliations made of 
each account. (Schedule D-1). 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of 
Court of Rockingham County were examined for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1942. Court receipts 
were checked by source, insofar as possible, and found 
_ to be properly recorded. Court orders issued by the 
Clerk were supported by invoices, vouchers and pay- 
rolls bearing the approval of a Superior Court Justice. 
(Schedule E). 
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COUNTY FARM AND HOSPITAL 


An examination was made of the accounts and 
records of the Superintendent of the County Farm 
and the Mitchell Memorial Hospital. 

As indicated in the revised balance sheet, Schedule 
A, heretofore referred to, the accounts receivable of 
the Hospital amounted to $20,352.23, on December 31, 
1942. This represented unpaid accounts due the 
Hospital over a six year period, a part of which are 
probably now uncollectible. In our opinion this un- 
collected balance is too large and it is strongly urged 
and recommended that in order to improve the situa- 
tion the following procedure be adopted: 


(1) Instigate more stringent regulations relative 
to the admittance of private patients insofar as the 
extension of credit is concerned. 


(2) A more determined effort on the part of the 
County officials should be made to collect outstanding — 
accounts, using every available means at their disposal 
before such accounts are turned over to a collection 
agency. 

Certain changes in accounting procedure at the 
County Farm and Hospital’ were outlined during the 
course of the audit, the adoption of which it is felt will 
improve present methods. 

The use of triplicate receipt forms to be issued by 
the Superintendent for all monies received either on 
account of the Farm or Hospital was also recom- 
mended. One copy of the receipt is to be given to the 
party making the remittance, one copy sent to the 
County Treasurer and the third copy retained by the 
Superintendent. Receipts should be serially numbered. | 

All bills incurred at the Farm and Hospital before 
December ist, should be paid before the close of the 
fiscal year, December 31st. 
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GENERAL COMMENTS 
Accounting Procedure: 


Checks issued for general County expenses, relief 
expenditures and the Superior Court, should be 
recorded individually and the check numbers noted 
in the general classification book. This procedure 
would eliminate the necessity of keeping separate 
check registers for recording checks issued for general 
County expenses and relief purposes as is now the 
practice. 

It is also recommended that checks issued upon 
order of the Superior Court be entered individually in 
the general classification book, thereby establishing a 
permanent record of Court expenditures properly 
classified. 

The recording in the general classification book of 
Farm and Hospital expenditures in monthly totals, as 
is now done, may be continued. The first and last 
check numbers of the monthly Farm and Hospital 
checks issued should be indicated therein. The Farm 
and Hospital checks should be recorded individually 
in the new classification book which is to be kept in 
the Superintendent’s office. 

All expenditures should be supported by original 
invoices or detailed statements. For example, when 
a telephone bill is paid the itemized statement of toll 
charges should be attached to and filed with the bill. 
Monthly statements indicating only a ‘“‘balance due’”’ 
or bills which include a previous month’s “balance 
due’ do not furnish sufficient information as to the 
object of the expenditure. Bills rendered by doctors 
for services should indicate the dates on which 
services were performed. 

Relief orders should be issued at the time when the 
authority is granted to the relief client for the pur- 
chase of materials or supplies or when the delivery 
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of such is ordered by a Commissioner. The recipient 
should always sign the order after the materials or 
supplies indicated therein have been received. In 
cases where it is not possible or practical to deliver 
the relief order to the vendor, the recipient should 
indicate on the vendor’s charge or delivery slip that 
the goods have been received. Such evidence of the 
receipt of materials and supplies by relief clients 
should be obtained by the Commissioners before’ 
accounts are approved for payment. 


Relief orders should specifically limit purchases 
either by value or amount of goods to be obtained. 


Direct Cash Payments: 


Direct cash payments to relief cases should be made 
only after caréful investigation upon the part of the 
Commissioners in each case has convinced them that 
such direct cash payment is for the best interests of 
the County and the client to whom the payment is 
made. 


Discounts: 


Discounts should be taken on all bills when possible. 
This applies particularly to bills rendered against the 
County Farm and Hospital. 


Closing County Books: 


The County books should close as of December 31st, 
and all receipts and expenditures up to and including 
that date should be included in the current year’s 
accounts. It is suggested that the Treasurer’s 
accounts may remain open for two or three days after 
December 31st, in order that the Farm and Hospital | 
receipts through the 31st may be deposited and 
included in the fiscal year. 
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Competitive Bidding 


Chapter 108 of the Session Laws of 1941 provides 
that “Any purchase of equipment or materials made 
by a county in an amount exceeding fifty dollars shall 
be by competitive bidding, provided that the county 
commissioners by unanimous vote may waive the 
provisions for such bidding.” 

In order that the interpretation of this law might 
be clarified the following question was asked the 


Attorney-General Frank R. Kenison: 


“In your opinion does this act apply in cases where 
orders are made up of different articles, the total 
amount of which exceeds fifty dollars? This might 
apply to groceries, provisions, clothing or grain for 
the County Farm, medical supplies for the Hospital 
or any other merchandise purchased by the County.”’. 


The Attorney-General has ruled as follows: 


“Your second inquiry is whether or not Laws 1941 
c. 108, requiring competitive bidding in purchases 
made by County Commissioners applies to groceries, 
provisions, clothing, grain, medical supplies and other 
merchandise purchased by the County. The law, 
Public Laws, c. 38 s. 7a (Laws 1941 c. 108) requires 
competitive bidding for ‘any purchase of equipment 
or materials’. The quoted phrase has no technical 
meaning and is to be interpreted broadly to effectuate 
its purpose. A narrow construction of the quoted 
phrase ‘equipment or materials’ would be contrary to 
the legislative intention and would emasculate the 
purpose of the statute. The act is intended to apply 
to any purchase including these purchases mentioned 
in your inquiry. Nor can the dictate of the statute 
be avoided by consciously and deliberately making 
consecutive purchases of less than fifty dollars in order 
to avoid competitive bidding. The fifty dollar limita- 
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tion was intended to take care of purchases which 
were made occasionally and was not intended to be a 
device by which the purpose of the act should be 


frustrated. The statute does not define competitive 


bidding but it has been interpreted generally to mean 
a bona fide attempt to obtain offers or bids from 
several sources in order that the county may benefit 


by the lowest price. Since the statute does not 


determine the manner of ascertaining these offers and 
bids, it rests with the sound discretion of the County 
Commissioners as to whether the bids will be in 
writing and the form which they will take. In cases 
where competitive bidding cannot fulfill its purpose, 
it may be waived by unanimous vote of the County 
Commissioners duly recorded in their offices, together 
with a statement of the reasons therefor, which are 
open to public inspection at all reasonable hours.” 


‘There is no question therefore as to the application | 


of this law to all County purchases of equipment or 
materials exceeding fifty dollars. in amount. 

Our examination disclosed the fact that the require- 
ments of this law had not been fulfilled in all 
instances. Although it is realized that under present 
conditions there may be cases where it is not possible 
or practical to secure bids, an attempt should be made 
or the reason for failure to do so clearly stated. 


Exemption from Federal Excise Taxes: 


Under the provisions of the 1942 Revenue Act, 
states and sub-divisions of local government are 
exempted from the payment of excise taxes levied on 
purchases of certain commodities by the federal gov- 
ernment. The exemption also applies to the trans- 
portation of property. The County officials have 





received a schedule indicating those commodities on 


which exemption may be claimed. 








ROCKINGHAM COUNTY REPORT 109 
Conclusion: 


Section 31 of Chapter 211, Laws of 1939, provides 
that: 


“Upon the completion of each audit, as herein 
provided, a report thereof shall be made to the proper 
local officials, and a copy of such report or a summary | 
of its essential features shall be published in the next 
annual report of the county, city, town, school district, 
village district or precinct concerned.” 

In accordance with the provisions of this law, 
therefore, the text of this report and essential . 
Schedules should be printed in the next annual County 
report. 

Our appreciation and thanks is expressed to the 
County officials and their office staffs for the assistance 
rendered while we were engaged in this audit.
